$,000-mile maiden voyage from 
Singapore through marine hard- 
ships that would have done eredil: 
to the seamanship of. a clipper 
ship master ona Horn voyage, 
the 69-foot motor yacht General 
Wood dropped anchor off the 
Army and Navy Club landing fast 
night at eight o'clock. 

‘All on board were well and 
happy. Dr. H. Windsor Wade, 
chief pathologist of Culién Leper 
Colony and field director of the 
Leonard Wood Memorial, failed to 
claim that, the General Wood) 
“struck: the “roughest seas in 20 
years,” but did say that she cross- 
ed sufficiently. rough to prove her 
thoroughly seaworthy. 

The General ‘Wood crossed the 
Celebes and the Sulu Seas. She 
visited Banks} Java, Bali, Celebes 
and Borneo, and came up through 
the southern Philippines. 

“You have no idea” said “Com- 
modore” Wade last night, “of the 
sense of relief , when finally we 
struck Philippine waters. The 
wayes were just as big, but there. 
was o sense of being back homo’ 
once more, and we felt safer.” 
‘The log of the General Wood's 
maiden trip has not been released 
for publication, but the tales of 
her crew and passengers on the 
night of arrival, although somé- 
what terse and salty after five 
wecks at sea, give play to the 
imagination, | With Dr. Wade on 


‘| the trip was Frank W. Sherman 


of the Manila Daily Bulletin. The 
following is his account :— 

“The General Wood arrived in 
Singapore as deck cargo on the 
Dutch liner Oldekerk. The un- 
loading of the vessels was quite a 
task due to the fact that the Bri- 
tish' Naval docks were under re- 
pair and unusuable. The harbour

FUTURE OF NEW ‘NORTHERN 
"GOVERNMENT. 


THE PART OF MUKDEN. 


. Peking, Saturday. 
Discussions are still i\’progress 
between Mukden and Peking as to 
the number — of . Fengtienese 
nominees, participating in the 
Northern Government, 

Marshal Yen's latest attitude 
regarding . the formation of the 
Northern Goyernment is reported 
through Shansi official source as 
follow :— ‘ 

In the formation of the Govern- 
ment which is provisional in na- 
ture, importance must be attached 
to the present state of affairs 
rather than to party legitimacy or 
legality. He insists thab the en- 
larved plenary session, which ‘is’ 
essentially on behalf of the Kuo- 
mintang Party, must be an 
advisory body as far as its re- 
lations ‘with the Government -are 
concerned. 

He believes that if this sug- 
gestion is agreed upon by Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei (the Lettist 
leader), there would be no -ques- 
tion of winning General Chang 
Hyguch-liang’s active support. 

. A Basie Plan. 
Mukden, Saturday. 

General Chang Hsueh-liang 
has drawn up a basic plan régard- 
ing Mukden’s participation in the 
proposed Northern Government 
and its military co-operation with 
the Northern Coalition. 

This plan is embodied im a gen- 
eral resolution to be discussed at’ 
a high conference, which will 
soon be held at Mukden between 
the. senior Manchurian leaders, 
and to be promptly acted upon if

BUENOS AIRES FERMENT. 


Buenos Aires, Saturday. 

The  Vice-President,. Senor 
Martinez, has proclaimed a state 
of .siege in the capital for s 
month, with a view to restoring 
normal conditions.

ASYLUM TRAGEDY. 


DOCTOR'S DAUGHTER KILLED 
BY PATIENT. 


. At the lunatic asylum of Graz, 
the capital of Styria, Franz Krenn, 
& peasant patient, aged about sixty, 
who had been: ‘confined for twenty 
years, was allowed by Dr. Ludwig 
Maresch, the head physician, to do 
occasional work outside the build 
ing. 

One day,’ when Krenn was 
picking currants in the garden, Dr. 
Maresch asked him to stop and 
scrub his floor instead, a custom- 
ary task on Saturdays. This order 
seems to have infuriated-the luna- 
tic, who was regularly introduced 
‘to visitors as an “incurable case,” 

In his humane management Dr. 
Maresch went so far as to allow his 
eleven-year-old daughter, Traute, to 
talk and play.with the patients, 
most of whom were considered 
harmless, and she was a. great 
favourite with them. - 

After the doctor had. left him 
Krenn found the little girl 
in the garden playing with 
her dolls, tried to choke 
her, and finally stabbed her 
several times with a knife. “Her 
corpse was found hidden. among the 
bushes. 

Krenn has been . removed to an- 
other asylum, lest ,he shoyld be 
attacked by his fellow-patients, |

: Teaching.

Before "I went to the 


Arctic .. I 


|‘wag'a, teacher of Anthropology in}. 


the oldest tind one of the most 
respected Universities in the 
‘United -States, said Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson in u talk on July—té- 
It used to be my job to inform 
seniors ‘and juniors in Harvard 
College what-sort of a place. they 
would find if they went to the land 
of the Eskimos.’ Then 1 resigned 
my -tenching poSition, about 22 
years ago, went to the land of the 
Eskimos myself, and discovered 
that, out of ten thitigs which I had 
been teaching about seven were 
wrong, 

For instunte, I: used to believe 
that the North Pole is the coldest 
place north of the Equator, that 
the land in the Arctic is all of it 
always covered with snow and ice, 
and that even in midsummer the 
weathey is always : distreasingly 
cold everywhere in the Arctic. I 
thought that there would not be 
any flowers inthe Arctic, or 
grasses, sedges or bushes—certain- 
ly not any trees. I thought that 
if there were any vegetation at all 
it would be mosses and lichens, I 
believed that most of. the Eskimos 
lived in the winter time in snow 
houses. I had an idea that the 
Eskimos drank ofl, and: I even 
imagined they liked it. I believed 
these things because I had learn- 
ed them in schoo! and college from 
professors and text books, — 

When I went to live in the 
Arctic I do, not think I learnt a 
thing during my first year and a 
half, for I had been in‘one Univer- 
sity or another for'so many years 
and was so thoroughly educated 
that I was able to see nothing ex- 
cept what I expected to find. Then, 
at. the end of a year and a half 
in the North I came South, lived 
in the ordinary civilised countries 
for about half a year, and went 


back North, this time ' remaining!’ 


for four years and a half. During 
that time I gradually came to the 
‘opinion that fully three . things 
out of four that [ ‘used to teach 
were not oniy incorrect but even 
absurd. 

Consider first whether the North 
Pole could possibly be even ap- 
proximately the coldest place 
North of the Equator. To begin 
with, we know what kind of place 
itis. It Hes in the ocean. , Ad- 
miral Peary, ‘the American .ex- 
plorer, went there more than 20 
years ago. He found what wo 
thought he would find—an average 
of about five feet of ice floating on 
top of more than 10,000 feet of 
unfrozen water. This ice fs heav- 
Ing with-the tide, which breaks it 
constantly, showing the open 
water between the ice floes. The 
water is only about two degrees 
below freezing. 
States, where I have lived'a good 
part of my life, we sometimes have 
temperatures of as’ much os 75 
degrees below freezing. Suppose 
now that you have a temperature 
over the North Pole about as cold 
ag you.sometimes. have in, say, 
North Dakota, Minnesota or Mon- 
‘tana’ in the United States, then 
you would have right above ‘the 
water an alr layer 60, 60 or 70 de- 
grees colder than the water, and, of 
courae, there . would be a rapid 
therefore It 
could not ever be extremely cold 
le, And if it could 
not be then it isn’t. T do not be- 
lieve it-ever has been 55 degrecs 
below zero at the North Pole.’

of history, and so it is not negli- 
gible that there is more snow-free 
land in Greenland in August than 
in England. You ‘must remember 
also that although ‘Greenland ig 
large it is only a small part of the 
Arctic as 2 whole. Therefore, 
there is ‘snow in July on less than 
one-quarter of all the land in tho 
« retic, : 

It used to’be taught in. most 
schools, and it is taught in some 
schools everr ‘now, that the chief 
vegetation of the Arctic is mosses 
and lichens, But in my’ experience 
—and I have,travelled more widely 
than anyone, I believe, ever did in 
the Arctio--if you take the Arctic 
on the average you will find ten 


times as many tons ‘of flowering|‘ 


plants as you find of mosses and 
lichens combined. In Canada you 
‘find trees 70 ft. high, let us say, 
100 miles’ north of ,the ‘Arctic 
circle; in Siberia you find them 
800 miles north of the Arctic 
Circle.

Deceased has been. President. of 
S.W. Straus and Co., since 1898, in 
addition to being President of the 
Franklin Trust ‘and Savings Bank, 
of the American 
Society for Thrift. His books on 
monetary matters are well known in 
the States, and include “History of 
the Thrift Movement in America,” 
and “The Straus Plan.” He waa 
the originator of the “Straus Plan” 
of financing loans on buildings and 
industrial plants.]

SIEGE OF NANNING: 


CITY SURROUNDED BY 
~ YUNNANESE "TROOPS. 


FACED WITH H STARVATION. 
Witchow, Friday. 

The reported capture of Nanning 
by the Yunnanese on August 31 
has not been confirmed at ‘the 
Military Headquarters. Refugees 
arriving yesterday from Nanning 
state- that the city is completely 
surrounded by the. Yunnanese, so. 
that foodstuffs: cannot. enter it; 
and in consequence there is great 
hardship among the populace, and 
unless the siege is quickly ended, 
the - people 'will be reduced ., to 
famine condition: At one stage of 
the siege, rice was sold for $47.00 
a picul. 

Yunnanese Fail to. Take City. 

Although Nanning has been be- 
sieged since July, the Yunnanese 
numbering about one and one-half 
of a division have not been able 
to assault the city. which, accc vd- 
ing to different accounts is de- 
‘ended by about 2,600 Kwangsi 
rebels under'the command of 
Wong Shao-hung. The reason 


‘thas been explained to our repre- 


sentative by military circles that 
the Yunnanese army is equipped 
only with rifles and a few 
machine guns, there being. practi- 
cally no artillery or hand gren- 
ades. Thus, when they “broke 
down the defences on the south- 
ern gate of the city on 
August 18, they fought the rebels 
in the narrow streets, but were 
finally dislodged, as they were 
Jacking machine guns, hand gren- 


Jades, and pistols in close fighting. 


For the -present, the Yunnanese 
are content to await the arrival 
of the Cantonese, who are ‘expect- 
ed very shortly, the vanguard be- 
ing only fifty miles away from 
Nanning. It is conceded by the 
military authorities that when the 
two forces join. up, the fall of Nan- 
ning will follow quickly. Canton 
News Agency.
